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In a Letter diretted from an O/.cer in the 5; t, to Mr. John Cook at the Shi 
Lumbard ſtreet, where the t» ue opy 1s to be 
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a4 ivughoccation has not hitherto per- 
f miited me to write to You all this 
time, yer I hope this will not be 
U134C!coOme to luch a wel'-wither of 
their Majcliics and Countreys Interctt as 
your ſeit. We juſt now Arrived here fafc 
from */"ub!in ay, whither our Comman- 
der Captain Jobn Jennings was ordered. out 
t Week, taking I heir Majeſtics Ship rhe 
Dover, Captain Whitaker Commander a- 
lony tor our Afliftance ; we Arrived at Du/- 
lin Bay about 11 at Night on Friday laſt,and 
came toan Anchor, {cat our Boats to and a- 
gain over the Bay ali that Night and to Mor- 
row after, and did take ſeveral little Veilcls 
with Priſoners, and Proteſtants, by whom 
we were t90 late informed that tour Vellvls 
went richly loaded for Frauce ſome tive or 
ſix kours before we Arrived ; but our com- 
fort is that the Ruby and James Galley being 
ſent before us .o Cruiſe over againil Water- 
ford and yalteſs, can hard] be ſupnoſed to 
miſs of them. Our tat! Ng ot fo many of rhear 
- arks ard Veſicls did fo vex the Iri/ that 
tcy plamed abundance of Great Guns upon 
one {de of the Pay, and play'd very ſmartly 
upon us all Saturday Morning, wv hich our 
Mcn were fo unconcerned at, that while 
their Great Shot came very thick about us 
on all ſides, yet all we returned them tor 
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ſome tzime were ſome tow Hollows of deri- 
non attcr every Volley of the Jri/Þþ tne, 
ut at length our C ommander orders to 
Weg Anchor, and coming foine nearer to 
tic, returned them to hor Broad fides that 
though all the place was full of Men, and 
convenence to Keep our Shot trom doing 
them mucithurt, Yet ot a ruth it was plca- 
fant to fue with what pannick fear and con- 
fuſion rhey run every one almolt a different 
way, in all the World like a cOmpany of Mice 
purtucd Ly Rats, incuftrioutly making tryal 
of every appearance of a hiding place. The 
Horics run as contufedly and diforderly as 
the Men, and heing macced with noiſe and 
duorder, trod down numbers of them, for 
though there were a great number of Horſe- 
men (| or they feared. our coming athorc ) 
Ver in 2 litrle time not a Man was to be fecn 
on Horſeback ſave thc late King James en- 
devouring to Put Courage 1 that Spiritleſs 
Crew : but ail he conld do was with Treat 
difficulty to ger rhe Guns carricd off, and 
was lorced to quit ns Horſe ; upon which 
our Commander ordered the Boats afhore, 
ana going himieli in terion, took a little 
Vetlel inthe eve of ſeveral lroops of Dra- 
goons that had come treſh trom Dutlin, 
with whom, a5 we uncerſtood after, the 
late King T7ames returned ; but fo ſoon as 
our Commander ordered the two Boats 
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Crews aſhore, it was pleaſant to fee how 
ſuch as were on Horſeback did Scamper, 
and ſuch as were on Foot did climb upon 
the Rocks like ſo many Goats. In fine, it 
not being ſate for ſo ſmall a Number as our 
Boats Crews to advance far, our Comman- 
der was contented to bring ſome of their 
Horſes on Board of our Ship by the little 
Veſlel he had taken in their eye, tor a token 
of their Cowardize, and the Engliſh Cou- 
rage, amongit which was the Jate King 
James's own Horſe, which he had quit, it 
ſeems, to order and encourage the Dragoons 
that were on toot. We brought four of the 
Horſes, and ſpecially that which was the 
late King James's,to //igh-lake, and ſet them 
on Shore. In all the Action,though they loſt 
ſeveral, as we could viſibly fec, and trifoners 
after taken confirmed, yet we loſt not one

for your [-/trumerts, which anſwered my 
expectation pretty well. There lay a Pri- 
vatecr within the Bar, which we arc intor- 
med docs carry Weekly Pacquris to and 
from ſome place of Fng/and, which we could 
nor comc at, our [oats being, of tov 1mall 
Force to attack him, and our Ships ct roo 
great Burthen to go over the Bar ; beſide, 
thar we was not allowed fo much tim by 
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our Orders a5 to Man and Fit one or two ct 


the Barks we took to attack him, elle our 
Commander lad certainly brought him a- 
long. The Proceftants and Pritoners tell 
us, That a!l things are ſo ſcarce at Dublin, 
that the Freach are like to cat up the /rifh, 
and they irritated to fee the French pre- 
terred and countenanced, ſeverals ſpecially 
of the [r:/h 2re daily killed upon the Score. 
They expectcd we were to lye in the Bay 
to hiider them from any commerce by 
Sea witli 7 raxce or other parts of [reland, 
whici terrified, and as the Proteſtants aſſure 
us, would weaken them exceedingly , and 
make them quit Dul/in. "lis commonly 
Judged Ly Papifls as well as Proteſtants ar 
D4b.i:, that King James has a mind to ſub- 
mit to our King ; Fiſt, Pecaule he is no: 
thing ſo much cail down, ſometime ſince 
he heard of King William's Defign of com 
ing to Jreland ; and of Tis httle concern 
now things go with his Army. Others 
Juoge that he wakes his account to quit 
[reland at laſt, becauſe he 1s fo earncſt 
in ſending oft jor Fraxce all the Beſt 
things he can, and thoſe alſo that are near- 
ctt to him, in theſe four Ships I ſpoke 
of; they tell us of a vaſt deal of Vlate, 
Gold, and Silver Money, beſide other fine 
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Things; ſo that hardly any Money bur 
their new Coin is to be ſeen among them, 
We brought off a great deal of their Coin 
at this and other Occaſions, whereof I 
would have ſent you a Token, if worth 
the pains. Our Army , as the Priſoners 
tell us, have taken Droghedah, and make 
haſte towards Dublin, All the Priſoners 
profeſs themſelves willing and glad to be 
Taken from the Miſery that they feared 
to come upon them. By which you may 
judge what may be expected it our King 
were once over. So ſoon as he goes 0- 
ver, our Ship, with the Monk and St. At 
bans are order 'd to attend the great Fleer, 
whence I may have Occaſion to ſend to 
you for ſome Inſtruments, and my triends 
Mr. Hulſe and Mr. Thowlt , tor ſome Me- 
dicines; for our Captain has ſpoken to 
me to provice for a eget Ship. I ſhall 
only deſire you to Preſent my molt hearty 
Reſpeas to my very good Friends Mr. 
Flargrave, and Mr. Couley, Mr. /luiſe, 
and Mr. Thow/rt ; and to p'caſe, it you 
can hear of us, to write me how they 
Le, and your felt; as allo how things 
Rule, eſpecially in Scot/ind. Our Crut 
ſers have been fo vigilant , that it is 
rcat News to hezr of a French Ship a- 
ny wlzre in this Channel. I conld write 
you many more conſiderable things , but 
that I forbear to trouble you too much 
at one time, being,
